DEFENDANT ( S ) IN THE COUNTY OF DANE, STATE OF WISCONSIN, DID, on August 7, 

1977, at the City of Madison, feloniously cause the death of another human 
being, Alphonse Manning, Jr., date of birth February 27, 1954, with intent to 
kill that person; contrary to Section 940.01(1) of the Wisconsin Statutes; a 
Class A felony, punishable upon conviction by life imprisonment. 

AND AS A SECOND AND SEPARATE OFFENSE: The above-named Defendant, JOSEPH PAUL

‘♦FACTS AS TO ALL OFFENSES: City of Madison Police Department Officer □ 

] states that on August 7, 1977, he was dispatched to the East Towne 


Shopping Hall, in the City of Madison, Dane County, Wisconsin. Upon arriving 
at the Mall parking lot, he observed a two-door vehicle and noted that the 
window of the left front door was broken out. On the right side of that 
vehicle he discovered a white female with light brown hair lying facedown on 
the pavement of the parking lot. Off icer | ~| states that he observed 

large amounts of blood which had soaked through her outer clothing and was 
pooling on her back. He checked her carotid artery and was unable to find a 
pulse. He then proceeded to the rear of that vehicle and found a black male 
lying faceup on the pavement directly behind the car. He observed a puncture 
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wound just below the male's xiphoi d process . 'The male had no chest movement 
or pulse in his wrist. As Officer l | checked the carotid artery in the 

victim's neck, he felt a very slight pulse, which disappeared as he was. 
checking it. Thereafter, the victim showed no reaction to. any stimuli and

states that at approximately 4:45 p.m. on August 1 , 1977, he was dispatched to 
the East Towne Shopping Center parking lot, where he observed a black male 
being administered to by the Fire Department Rescue Squad* Shortly thereafter 
he observed the male being conveyed from the scene by the Fire Department 
Rescue Squad, 'and the female victim being conveyed from the sc ene to the 
County Morgue by Dane County traffic police* Detective | ] states that he 

took possession of the male victim’s wallet and the female victim’s purse* 

Upon examining the male victim’s wallet, he found identification identifying 
the victim as Alphonse Manning, Jr. In the female’s purse, he found personal;. . 
effects identifying her as Toni Schwenn.

I I stated that after the Impala left the scene, she observed it 

heading east on East Washington Avenue. She stated that she then went towards 
the first vehicle and observed a woman lying on the pavement in a pool of % ... 

She then observed 
black male on the other side of the car lying on his bac k. She was a ble to 
see what she thought was a bullet wound in his abdomen. I I further 

stated that as she looked around the scene, she observed a black hat lying 
between the first vehicle and where the Impala had been. 

On February 16, 1984, at approximately 9:30 a.m., your complainant and 
Detective Supervisor of the City of Madison Police Department 

contacted a person who identified himself as Joseph Paul Franklin at the 
Federal Correctional Institute in Marion, Illinois. Prior to questioning Mr. 
Franklin, Detective Supervisor | | advised Franklin of his rights pursuant to 

Miranda . Mr. Franklin stated that: He had read an article in a newspaper 
about a "Jew judge named |"" 1 who had freed three niggers who had 

been arrested for raping a white high school student."- He stated he was 
"tired of the rapes and murders the niggers committed against whites, so when 
I heard about that, I just decided to go up there and kill the bastard." 
Franklin stated that near the end of July, he;arrived in Madison and checked 
into the Ramada Inn under the name of | | . Franklin stated 

that following that, he drove towards the Capitol. He stated that at this 
time he was operating a 1972 Chevrolet four-door Impala, dark green in color. 
He stated the car bore Alabama license plates and was registered in his name 
in Alabama. He further stated that he had two handguns in the car and 
dynamite in the trunk. Franklin stated he saw a couple of young women waiting 
at a bus stop and he turned around and gave them a ride to the East Towne 
Mall. Franklin stated after dropping them off, he was leaving the East Towne 
Mall when another vehicle, a Toronado, pulled out of a parking space into his 
path, Franklin stated that the vehicle pulled into the middle of the driveway 
so that Franklin couldn't pass him and began to proceed at about two miles an 
hour. Franklin stated he "sa.t" on his horn hoping to get the driver of the 
Toronado to move faster. Franklin stated that at that point the driver of the 
vehicle stopped the car, exited it and walked back towards Franklin's vehicle. 


Franklin stated that when he had entered the East Towne Shopping Mall, he had 
noticed a police officer in a police vehicle. He stated that because he had 
two guns in his car and dynamite in the trunk he was concerned about drawing 
the officer's attention. He stated he believed that if he got into a fight 
with the black male, he would get arrested, and stated, *1 figured if I'm 
going to prison, I'm going to send this nigger and white bitch to hell before

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I go. As the driver of the first vehicle approached him, Franklin opened the 
oor of the Impala and "at that point, I opened the door, fired a shot, saw 
the nigger drop immediately, so I shot him again." Franklin stated that he 
aimed for the driver's heart, but hit him lower than he wanted to. He said he 
fired a second shot right below the rib cage. He stated that after shooting 
the driver of the vehicle, he ran to the Toronado and fired two shots through 
the window at a white woman seated in the car. Franklin stated he then ran 
back to his car and remembers dropping his hat, which he described as a black, 
felt hat on his way back to his car. He stated he got back in his vehicle, 
tnrew it m reverse and then went forward, pulling it alongside the Toronado. 
Franklin stated he then stuck his gun out the window and shot the female in 
the back. He stated that following that, he burnt rubber and drove out of the 
parking lot to the Interstate highway. During the course of the above 
interview, your complainant obtained handwriting exemplars from Joseph Paul 
Franklin.

DOCUMENT EXAMINATIONS 


It was determined that the FIB cards designated 
Q308 through Q310 were printed utilizing an offset (lithographic) 
printing- process . The printing on specimens Q308 through Q310 
is alike in all observable printing characteristics. These 
characteristics, including two printing defects, would suggest 
all of these cards originated from the same source. 

It was concluded the "Joseph" portions of the Joseph R. 
Williams signature on specimen Q311 and Joseph R. Taylor signature 
on specimen Q312 were written by JOSEPH PAUL FRANKLIN, FBI number 
979-939-C, whose comparable known writing consists of fingerprint 
card signatures.
